DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
decision dated 08/23/201 2. Claims 1 -1 0 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-10 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 

method for broadcasting content without commercial interruption while a sponsor of the 
program offers incentives to the viewer, comprising: receiving a broadcast with 
embedded information including information indicative of a sponsor of the broadcast; 
displaying content from the broadcast without commercial interruption; collecting 
information about the amount of the broadcast viewed by the viewer without prompting 
for viewer feedback as part of viewer participation in an interactive reward program; and 
providing specific rewards to the viewer based on the amount of the broadcast viewed, 
as recited in the claims. 

The closest prior art, Matheny et al. (US 6,766,524), discloses a system for 
encouraging viewers to watch television programs. Matheny either singularly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
